The building wasaix 
stories In height It was about MO 
feet square and cost about (150,000,

of the most complete In its appoint- 
ments In the country. Then were 189 
separate rooms, In which 280 persons 
were accommodated. It was furnished 
witb flre escapes, call bells, flre alarm 
bells, steam heating and electric andgas 
lighting. 


The loss to the Everson estate by the 


burning of the Leland hotel is esti- 
mated at 180,000. Tbe block was in- 
sured for 160,000. Tho loss to Van 
Bnren and Warren Leland on furniture 
b about 180,000, on which they carried 
MO.OOO insurance. The personal losses 
ofguestswlll be considerable. These 
will fall most heavily on the regular 
boarders, all of whom had their apart- 
ments handsomely furnished. The loss 
to merchants in the same building on 
stocks will be »U,000.
